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My husband was arrested in the .street. Asking for a reason 
he was told that it was very late at night, be haH a and 

was wearing clothing coimnon to subversives. The police drove 
around the town for a long while, threatening to Tlnd a place t o 
kill and dump him. At on© point my husband ansvered back and . 
the police responded that, since he was so cocky, tti«y*d 
him to InTorma 1 1 on who would beat him down a |>eg or two. At 
2 am thev IcTt him with Cordoba Police, notorious Tor the tortures 
to which they subject detainees. There, he was blindfolded end 
left standing asrainat a wall. Several ho> !*s passed. A policeioan 
suggested "putting him through the machine" I torture) since he 
was a student and might be able to give inf orsia tlon. They moved 
him somewhere else, where he could bear screams- They shewed 
him photos, He recognised none snd had nothing to say. They 
started beating him. They burneh his hands and his face with 
cigarettes, and since it aprears in my country the beerd and the 
moustache count as a political idea or a danger to the comnninlty, 
they had a good time trying to null his moustache out by tne roots. 
Tney i>ulled out h' If , which later caused a face and mouth infection. 
All this took ab at three hours, i’hey then took him, blindfolded 
and bound, to a patio where, from the howling and crying, he could 
tell there were other detainees. He stayed here seventeen days, 
given <’’nly water for the first three days, after which, although 
he himself was still incorcmunlcado, I was oerroitted to send him 
food through the police guard. 

...I found out about his detention through a neighbour who had 
seen him being taken to tne cell block... I spent three days going 
tnroufrh all sections ol’ the ))olice, frying to find out where hevas. 
Prom tne nnment they allowed r.c to bring him food, I at least had 
the peace of mind of knowing tney had legally recognised triat they 
had him in detention. 

...On tne fifth dpy they ransacked our hou.-^^e and found journals/ 
... he was accused of navir.r more tnan one copy of an jssue of 
The Combatant , the magazine cf The ^»orkers' Hevoiu tionary Party. 

^ that time it was a crime to have more than one copy of the 
nublications that the State had declared illeral. It Is reasonable 
to ruDpDse that if we nac nad anything to feel anxious about, or 
nide, v,*e v:c'.:ld have destroyed the magazines, but 1, like he, didn't 
even remenber having then:.
